Washington, Jan. 20.—Drastic reg- 
ulations desij^ed to relieve the short- 
age in coal cars and help bring about 
the lower.ing of present high prices of 
coal, were prescribed today by the in- 
ter-state commerce commission. 


The regulations require return 
to 
original owners of all coal cars as fast 
as unloaded and give the railroads ten 
days to devise methods for relieving 
the shortage of other types of cars. 


The commission's 
order 
also 
re- 
quires the railroads to apply the com- 
mission 
regulations 
to 
refrigerator, 
heater, ventilated and insulated cars. 


Effective February 21. 


The new orders become effective 
February 21. 
The committee which 
the railroads are called on to appoint 
should be vested, the order states, with 
plenary powers and should co-operate 
with the commi.ssion in seeking relief 
for the shortage of other types of cars. 
Unless such a committee is appointed 
within ten days the commission de- 
clares it will act independently and 
consider the issuance of such orders 
as it deems necessary to relieve the 
situation. 
In issuing today's order the 
commission was divided. Commission- 
ers Clark. Clements and Hall dissent- 
ing from the majority view.

Anther Bonaventure Hammer, O. F. M., 
7B years old, who rose to fame by 
translating Gen. Lew Wallace's "Ben 
Hur" into German, died here yester- 
day afternoQn, at gt. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital, after a long illness of complica- 
tion of diseases. His eyesight had been 
Impaired for the 
last 
three 
years. 
Father Hammer celebrated his fiftieth 
anniversBry as a priest Aug. 5, 1915, at 
St. Boniface church, thin city. 


Hundreds of visiting cslergy attenderl 
the golden jubilee, including the Right 
Rev, Bishop Alerding, 
of the 
Fort 
Wayne diocese. The Rev. Mr. Hammer 
was born in Durmerheim. near Carls- 
rub«, the capital of the Grand Duchy 
of Baden, Germany, and in 1846 he 
came to the United 
States with 
his 
parénts. 
In 18.60 he left his home at 
Pittsburg, Pa., and went to Cincinnati, 
0-, where he entered the Franciscan 
Order, Oct. 4, being among the first to 
join the order in this country. 
After 
completing his philosophical and theo- 
logical studies, he was ordained at Cin- 
' cinnatj Aug. 5, 1865. in the cathedral 
at Cincinnati. 
In 1866. while at Louis- 
ville, Ky., he established the 
"Glaub- 
'ensbole," a German Catholic weekly. 


In the course of time his task led him 
to retire from the more active duties of 
the iiiinistry and to engage in literary 
pursuits. 
He came to this city in 1882 
and resided here almo.st continuously 
since that time. During these years he 
•wrote for various papei.«, pei-iodicals 
and magazlne.s, principally the Fran- 
ciscan Monthly, published at Cincin- 
nati. 


The German books written by Fatlier 
Hammer 
exceeded thirty and 
com- 
prised history, biography, dramas, in- 
structions and devotion, one of the de- 
votional books reaching a circulation 
of 300,000 copies. In 1898 he published 
under the title "Die Katolische Kirche 
In Pie Vereiningten Staaten," the first 
complete 
history 
of 
the 
Catholic 
Church in the United States, written in 
German. 
This book was 
published 
simultaneously in Germany and the 
United States. 
Father Hammer had 
visited Rome and other places in Eu- 
lope several times.

Seventeen Days in Dungeon Falls to 
Bring Obedience. 


San Quentln, Cal., Jan. 20.—After 
seventeen days spent in the dungeon 
of the prison 
here, 
James 
B. 
Mc- 
Namara, who Is serving a life term for 
his confessed part in the dynamiting 
of the Los Angeles Times building, in 
1910, continued steadfast today in his 
refusal 
to work 
in 
the Jute 
mill. 
Every day he is brought out and asked 
if he }s ready to work la the mill, as 
regularly he refuses and then is led 
back to the dungeon. 
He has been 
conflned there longer than any other 
prisoner in the last five years. 


Declaring that the art of expression

London, Jan. 20.—A Pernambuc dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail describes the 
capture and destiHiction of the British 
steamship Dramatist by the German 
commerce 
raider. 
The 
Dramatist 
sighted the raider on Dec. 19 when 
it was seven miles distant. 
The Ger- 
man rapidly closed in and when along- 
side hoisted the German naval ensign 
and signalled the Britisher to stop. 
Immediately afterward trap doors un- 
der the bulwarks at the raider's fore- 
castle were dropped, 
revealing 
two 
guns of about 2 % -inch calibre trained 
on the Dramatist. 


An armed 
boatload 
of 
Germans 
boarded the ship, and Its occupants 
and part of its crew were sent on 
board the raider. 
The remainder of 
the crew were left on board for Ave 
hours 
and 
then 
removed and the 
steamer was sunk by explosives. 


Th» crew of the Dramatist, with the 
exception of twenty-seven Indian fire- 
men, who remained on the raider, 
werg transferred to the Hudson Maru. 
The captives complain of the food 
and sanitary arrangements but say 
that the Germans were courteous as 
a rule and gave receipts for their cap- 
tures. 
One 
receipt 
was 
signed 
"Wolff." 
A member of the crew has 
a photograph of the raider and vari- 
ous pictures of the sinking of the 
Nantes taken by a small concealed 
camera. 


The men of the Dramatist say that 
the raider appears like an ordinary 
cargo steamer and when passing neu- 
tral ships hoists the British colors but 
flies the German nagVwhen it sights 
a British ship. 
The captain of the 
raider said he did not wish to sink 
paasengep ships as he did not want to 
kill women and children, but was only 
after big cargo boats. 


A member of the .Mineh's creyj says 
that an officer of the raider asked 
him for the ship's papers and when 
told they had been destroyed laughed 
and said:

"Whether ii] tlie final oiiteoine it shall be shown to have counted 
heavily or not, the appearance of William J. Bryan at Indianapolis in 
three addresses at a time when the Indiana legislature has before it 
eome tremendous issues for decision was a noteworthy contribution to 
the situation. 
Originally invited to Indianapolis by the temperance 
forces, and later extended an invitation b.y the state senate, Mr. Bryan 
spoke before the upper house of the legislature and later was twice 
heaj:d in addresses at Tomlinson hall. 


Mr. Bryan disclaimed at the outset any presumptuous purpose to 
come to Indiana to advise residents of this state as to their purely 
local affairs, and throughout his stay lie arose and remained above the 
level of political partisanship. Indeed, there was only incidental refer- 
ance to party men and party measures, and this was when the speaker 
took occasion to make plain the fact that the question of right 01 
wrong could not be entirely determined by party label, and that he 
was as squarely opposed to members of his own party who were in the 
wrong as to those of similar mental and moral attitude but of a dif- 
ferent political faith. 


Mr. Bryan argued eloquently and forcefully for state-wide prohi- 
bition and for woman suffrage, as was fully expected. But he did more 
than {his. He urged upon Indiana to take early advantage of oppor- 
tunity for constitutional revision, and for advancedlfegislation on oth- 
er lines, lie took a stand in commendation of government economj", 
and to a singular degree his addresses were of non-partisan character, 
appealing to the good sensp and the sane judgment of the people of a 
groat state in the consideration of big issues. His audiences, too, were 
non-partisan in make-up, and it vras significant that applause and en- 
dorsement of his remarks was apparently as pronoiuiced from repub- 
licans as from democrats, and thai Ihoro could be lio doubting the cor- 
diality with Avhicli i\Ir. Bryan vvoS rc.Tived. His coming at this time 
end his dispassionate discussion shinild help immensely the causes for 
which he pleaded not as a ]iartisan but as a citizen whose standards 
are always liigli and whose advocacy of these standards is alwaj'S 
forceful. 


Two married men at »South Bend met two unattached females in a 
cafe in that city, the four staged a drinking bout for some hours, then 
chartered a taxicab and prepared to prolong the "party" at the home 
of one of the men, whose wife chanced to be out of town on a visit. The 
sequel came the following morning Avhen one of the couples was found 
dead from asphyxiation by escaping fumes from a gas stove, and the 
other pair perilously n^ear death. 
There is abundant opportunity in 
this case for moralizing, of course, but will it do anj- good? The world 
is full of folks whose sense of decency is never overpowering enough 
to deter them from taking a chance, and the South Bend case will 
rloubtless fail as an impressive lesson just as countless escapades of 
like character have failed before it. 


The national house has passed the bill which provides an appro- 
priation of $550,000 for a new postoffice building in Fort Wayne. 
[Things may happen, of course, to temporarily delay the- completed 
Bteps to make the appropriation available, but the progress of the bill 
is at least encouraging. Congressman Cline, too, has been as persistent 
Hnd as devoted in his effort on Fort Wayne's behalf since the election 
which encompassed his defeat as in the days when prospect of re-elec- 
tion might have spurred his energy. From the outset Mr. Cline has 
been a consistent fighter for the appropriation, and for this as for 
many other things Fort Wayne is his debtor. 


From frequent caustic comments in which such explosive phrases 
B.S "dirty cars," "rotten service," and similarly descriptive terms 
have been applied with much vigor of late, one is forced to the sus- 
picion that street railway service in Indianapolis isn't any better than 
it ought to be. But, coming to think about it, do you recall either 
time or place when anybody outside the operating officials was r6ady 
to concede that it was? 


They've had some testimony and heard some hours of profound 
argument in the matter, and there is now prospect that Ed Lee will 
know officially on Monday the outcome of the gubernatorial drive to 
oust him from his new berth as member of the state public utilities 
commission. Meantime Mr. Lee is presumed to have, like everybody 
else, a very pronounced "hunch" that he's fired. 


When the chronologists along in December next compile the long 
and impressive list of the world's disasters for 1917, we shall doubt- 
less find well up toward the head of the list that frightful casualty at 
Lafayette in which ninety dozen fresh eggs were wrecked in a col- 
lision of aut otrucks.

tration of lobbyists in the office of the 
secretary of state. 
None have regis- 
tered for this avowed purpose to date. 
There have been but few registrations 
of workers in behalf of prohibition. 


L'j) to this afternoon there had been 
thirty-thiee registrations in the offico 
of 
the secretary of 
state of 
those 
actively engaged in the work of lob- 
bying. 
How many more have sought 
to influence legislation fi-om the hotel 
corridors without going through the 
formality required by law is conjec- 
tural. 
But to all appearances the 
scene of the lobbyi.st's greate.st activity 
this session bar. oeen transferred from 
the .state 
capital to. tbe downtown 
hotels, where the assemblymen gather 
nightly. 


Of the lobbyists registered, a major- 
ity represent traction and railway in- 
terests. 
The (;ounty assessors of the 
state also are well represented as are 
the railroad brotherhoods and other 
labor organizations. 
The Standard Oil 
company, the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, a trading stamp concern and the 
Indiana Civic union also are registered. 
Si.\ le.aders uf the Indiana Anti-Saloon 
league are enrolled in the big book for 
the purpo.se of interesting themselves 
in all legislation touching upon the 
subject of state-wide prohibition. 


During the last session of the legis- 
lature, the book shows a total of fifty- 
one registrations of lobbyists, whose 
purpose was pretty much the same as 
those who have enrolled for this ses- 
sion.

bath in water i-anging from 65 to 70 
degi-ees in temperatui'e is often bene- 
ficial in relieving sleeplessness. 


Care should be taken in all kinds of 
bathing. 
A cold bath is apt to be dan- 
gerous for the very old, the anaemic 
or undernourished and persons wh05;e 
circulation is poor. 


On the other hand a prolonged hot 
bath may become dangerou.s. It make.s 
the skin sensitive and one may take 
cold easily. 
A healthy reaction may 
be brought abotit by douches of cool 
water after a hot cleansing bath. 


There are about two and one-half 
million sweat glands in the skin. 
If 
they were placed end to end 
they 
would form a body sewer more tiian 
ten miles long. 


The daily batli 
keeps this .sewer 
from becoming clogged up and allows 
the skin to freely carry off impurities 
from the body.

That we may eat too much and 
still not be fed enough is one of the 
truths which confuse A man %vhen he 
first takes an interest in his diet. 


Ordinarily woman 
sets the table 
and man takes what is placed before 
him without comment, other than ap- 
proval. 
But since food prices are now 
at their highest in fifty years, econ- 
omy is an affair of co-operation for the 
whole family and the study of diet 
becomes an individual duty. 
Every 
man who dines at a hotel or restaurant 
should become his oAvn dietician. 


It is easy to remember the kinds of 
foods which we require and why we 
need them: the protein found in lean 
meat, eggs, cheese and beans to build 
and repair the body; the fats like olive 
oil, butter, cream and bacon, and the 
carbohydrates like sugar and potatoes 
to heat the body; 
and 
certain salts 
which are found in vegetables and raw 
fruits. 


But when it comes to the e.xact 
amount of food required, eating as an 
applied science and 
as 
a 
personal 
problem never gets worked out at all. 
but is determined by the size of one's 
appetite. 


Scientists who make chemical anal- 
yses of foods give us unlimited infor- 
mation as to how many calories there 
are in a quart of oysters, or how few 
calories will make a balanced ration 
for a soldier. 
But their elaborate fig- 
ures in no way help the busy house- 
wife to buy the exact number 
of 


pounds of the different foods requlrftf 
for her menu making. 
' ' 


Some day every cook book wlircp»' 
tain tables to guide her. 
At present 
it would take an expert mathematic^n 
to figure the working nutriments re- 
quired for a family of five or six. 
The 
number of calories required varies with 
the individual's height, weight, age, 
sex. health and occupation and also 
with the weather. 


But in a general way some such.> es- 
timate can be based on the amount of 
food needed each day by a man of 
average height and weight. 
The pro- 
portions should be about one of flesh 
and bone material to four of heat or 
fuel material. 


A man actively employed requires 
from 6 to 7 ounces of protein bearing 
foods; from 3% to 
ounces of fats; 
from 20 to 28 ounces of carbohydrates; 
and a little more than 2 ounces of 
green vegetables or salt bearing foods. 


The portion of cooked meats known 
as an ordinary helping weighs- from 
3 to 5 ounces. 
If meat is served onco 
a day, the remainder of the protein 
required will be supplied in the eggs, 
milk, cheese, beans, bread, cereals and 
"made" dishes, such as puddings. 


A woman at light exercise requires 
abbut 21/8 ounces each of protein and 
fat. and 10 ounces of carbohydrates. 


And all adults require from 6 to S 
ghis.ses ( £ water every 24 hours, if 
the food which they eat is to be prop- 
erly diluted for its uses in the body.

Our Lord teaches prevailing prayer 
cannot be separated from the spirit 
of forgiveness. 
However much 
we 
may covet the exercise of this highest 
function of communion with God, we 
must look first to the primary condi- 
tion upon which its integrity rests. 
In our desire to prevail in prayer, 
this knowledge ought to be of value. 
The soul's highest ranges in coveting 
spiritual power are expressed in our 
^ desire to have favor with God and in 
gaining the assurance that we 
are 
heard at a throne or grace. 
The way 
was made plain for us in the words 
of Chri.st. 
"But if ye do not forgive, 
neither will your Father which is in 
heaven forgive your ti espasses." 
One 
refu.sing to forgive cannot expect for- 
giveness when he prays. 
The neces- 
sary qualification of prevailing prayer 
is that we freely forgive those who 
have been in any «vay injurious to 
us. 
There is a profound reason for 
this position taken by our Lord. 
A 
resentment held against any man by 
one seeking to pray, the 
prevailing 
prayer will place that man between 
the suppliant and God. 
The outgo- 
ing of the soul wih pe checked, the 
face of the Father will be hidden, and 
the prayer to Him falls short of its 
goal. 
While the consciousness 
finally 
possesses the one praying, that 
he 
cannot expect God to do for him what 
he himself is unwilbng to do for oth- 
ers. 
Then 
the .««truggling spirit of 
prayer departs, and if the spirit of 
forgiveness is not welcomed a prayer- 
>less life ensues; the soul enters into

abide by it or perish. 
Our duty then 
is to pray for the spirit that loves 
and forgives.

So to inter- 
pret his vigorous figure of speech is to 
misunderstand it. 


3. 
Give till you feel it. 
If the lar- 
gess is tossed out carelessly from our 
superabundance, what good do we get 
from it? 
It is only as we make some 
sacrifice that we make inward gain. 


4. 
Give so as to make God your 
debtor. That is, give to those who can 
not themselves repay, for in that case 
we lay God under obligation, and if 
he takes up the case we shall be en- 
riched indeed. 


5. 
Give most to the most deserv- 
ing. Indiscriminate charity is harmful. 
It is very apt to encourage vice and 
indolence. 
There are the Lord's poor, 
and the devil's poor. 
To support the 
latter is to try to remove the penalty 
for wrong-doing which God has im- 
posed in the hope of their doing bet- 
ter. 


6. 
Give so iis to awaken and de- 
velop industry. It is a mistake to pau- 
perize people and lead them to lean 
when they ought to stand straight and 
work. 
We do them the best service 
when we give them a chance to help 
themselves and respect themselves.

Campaign to Break Gangs. 


In New York the police have abandoned hope 
»pparently of 
finding 
the gunmen slayers and 
robbers. 
They are diligently a t 
work, 
how- 
ever. in a campaign to undermine tlie raiders 
by breaking up the gangs. 


By a process of elimination they arrive at the 
conclusion that gangsters are the men who are 
raiding the border of Broadway there. 
You 
cannot convict a man in court by your process 
of elimination, but you can spot him for police 
BurveOlance. 
Accordingly, 
they have 
entered 
Into a 
systematic 
campaign 
of 
disarmament 
coupled with Incessant efforts to capture or hu- 
miliate gang leaders and 
thus destroy 
their 
prestige. 


In a year of this campaigning the New 
ï o r k 
police think they have produced results. 
In the 
first nine months of 1»15 there were 172 homl- 
eides in Manhattan 
and the Bronx. 
In 
the 
ïame period of 1916 the homicides were 137, a 
lecrease of 35. 


In St. Louis there is an average bf more than 
Iwo homicides a week, or more than 
104 a 
year. 
Nothing has been accomplished in St. 
\^ouis as yet to restrain killing by gang bandits. 


in three months beginning last August 
five 
japgisters were shot down in public places in a 
iingle gang feud, and no one is under arrest. 


A circuit attorney once exclaimed: 
"St. Loula 
is a border town." 


In the light of the successful gang raids and 
issasslnatlons in St. Louis recently, there is 
», growing suspicion that the circuit attorney 
was right.

much assurance as if that populous thoroug.^- 
fare were the last barren ridge of the Rockies 
on the edge of civilization. 


They 
have

robbed thirty at a time 
under

of

lungstens 
without 
capture or pursuit by the police. 


The police h a \ e been powerless. 
Is it im- 
possible to cope with the modern methods of 
bandit warfare? 


Are the men in our great cities to be forced 
back seventy j e a r s in history, and 
compelled 
to tote a gun loo.«ely in the holster prepared 
to be their ow!i 
policemen? 


Loohinii the 
known 
facts of these 
raiding 
parties in the fHce forces the conclusion that 
the bantlits are playing too speedy a game for 
old-fasliion police methods to reach. 


Speed i.s the word. 
Their biggest asset is tho 
fcixt.v horte-iiower motor car. 


U gets thcnn to a "job" unobserved. 
It gets 
thorn away 
from a murder or robbery in a 
twinkling and practically defies pursuit on the 
hot trail. 
By the same movement it prepares 
for them an excellent alibi in a far 
distant 
part of town, and enables them to dispose ol 
guns, loot and members of the party at differ- 
ent places, to further confuse tlie police. 


From 
what 
has happened in St. 
Louis, 
It 
seems easier and safer to kill a man and rob a 
score in the bright lights 
than 
to cover 
a 
stage coach on a desert road in the West. 


Police Are Helpless. 


The bandit has discarded his bony 
broncho 
for a '17 model, six-cylinder touring car. 
For 
example of how helpless tlie police are when 
the gunmen mark a man for death, take tho 
recent case of Arthur Fineburg. 


Fineburs, 
a 
quick 
gunman, 
knew 
as 
well 
as the next man how to take care of liimseif 
in a gun scrap. 
Uut he became one of the five 
victims of tile gang feud that is under 
way 
still in ail likelihood. 


He was the pal of Harry Romani, who was 
the first to be slain, 
lloinani was killed last 
August in the lid club known as the Fifth I're- 
cinct Democratic Club, on Twelfth street, two 
blocks fiom Police 
Headquarters. 


Fineburg was in the club when his pal was 
killed and the coroner wanted him badly a s a 
v.itness. 
But Arthur declined to appear at the 
inguest or anywhere else that the gang might 
spot him. 


He know his doom was sealed 
if his foes 
found him. 
On a crowded street, in a barroom 
or at the door of the 
coroner's 
office, 
they 
would surely pick him off. 
"Red'' Kane shot 
and killed "Yellow Kid" Mohrle a few y l a r c 
ago at the door of the Circuit Courtroom in 
which Mohrle was on trial for his life. 


If 
Kane 
did 
it today, 
he 
probably 
would 
escape in an auto. 


Fineburg circulated 
in a new 
neighborhood 
south 
of the railroad 
tracks. 
H e drank 
his 
beer in dramshops off the beaten course the 
gang was accustomed to following. 
Even then 
the careful Arthur was taking chances, as he 
soon discovered. 


About 
8 o'clock 
one evening, 
as 
Fineburg 
stood at the bar of a saloon at 14i:i Chouteau 
avenue, 
a 
machine 
stopped 
in front of 
the 
place. Fineburg heard the motor stop with mis- 
givings 
He knew the gang would come in a 
car when they did come, and he was susp#cious 
of all cars that stopped within gunshot of him- 
self. 
He took three steps in the direction of 
the rear door, when one of the four men who 
entered 
at 
the front shouted, 
"There 
he 
is 
now!' 


Instantly there was a volley from four auto- 
matic revolvers In the hands of the newcomers. 
With four bullets In his neck, Fineburg wheeled 
about 
and received the second volley 
facing 
hla slayers. 
As he sank to the floor dead, the 
four gunmen, without a word, stepped outside 
and d'.sappeared In the distance In a covered 
motor car before the three spectators In the 
saloon had £lme to fully realize what had hap- 
pened. 
One of the witnesses testified it Was 
¡ess than sixty seconds from the time he heard 
the first volley until the bandit car was chug- 
ging away from the locality. 


Police Quickly on Scene. 


In a few minutes more a policeman arrived, 
attracted by the shots. 
The slayers never were 
traced beyond the door of the barroom, but It 
Is a so.fe surmise that before the patrolman had 
notified headquarters of the murder, they were 
resting from their labors over the beers In a 
distant resort and incidentially establishing an 
alibi. 


The game Is so safe the way the gangs play 
It today 
that at two of the recent 
siaylnts 
women were taken along in the murder car. 


When Edward (Baldy) Schoenborn was Called 


to account by the gang a woman of the tender- 
loin assisted in the preliminaries and enjoyed— 
no doubt—the spectacle of his sudden demise. 


Schoenborn was tending bar that night in a 
saloon at Thirteenth and Chestnut streets, 
a 
block 
from 
the 
circuit 
attorney's 
office and 
about three blocks from Police Headquarters. 


Schoenborn knew that he was next man to 
Le murdered in the gang war. 
He told his wife 
so. 
jbaldy 
figured 
that he would stick It out 
and meet the gang with a gun in his hand when 
the.v came for him. 
Behind the bar, with two 
guns under cover, was a point of vantage. Baldy 
felt that way, and so did the gang 
When they 
came they entered the cabaret room at the rear 
of the bar, where they were not visible to Baldy. 
A woman was with them, and she began an 
arirument with one of the party, which led to 
noisy M'crds and an all-round fight. 
Baldy was 
throwr. off guard by the fake tight and stepped 
to the door of the cabaret room. Intending to 
Interefere. 


As Schoenborn's big form loomed in the door- 
way the turmoil in' the other room ceased ab- 
ruptly. 
'At ihe same Instant a man 
ttred 
at 
close range and Baldy fell dead. 
It was only a 
ruse to draw Schoenborn away from his arsenal 
behind the bar. 
The woman and her three men 
companions stepped outside to a waiting touring 
car and sped away at reasonably high speed. 
That is all the police know or ever will Know in 
all likelihood. 


The killing of Fineburg and Schoenborn were 
not ordinary saloon killings. 
There is every 
reason to believe that they were coolly planned 
arid deliberately executed by the same 
gang- 
Btois who^tire responsible for three other similar 
assassinations In a space of three months. 
The 
slayers got away "clean," as they say in police 
parlance. 
Their Identity never will be known 
unless through the perfidy of a fellow-gangster 
or a gang woman. 


The point Is this: 
It always has been easy to 
kill a man, but when a man can be shot down 
In a public place with little or no chance that

2. Sam Mintz, shot in his room at 2845 Gamble street four times the day 
before he was to appear as defendant in trial for $1100 theft, believed to 
have involved some of his gang associates.

3. Edward Schoenborn, killed while tending car in saloon at Thirteenth 
and Chestnut streets, when he attempted to int«rfere in "fake fight." 


4. Harry Dunn, killed in Typo Press Club. Slayers escaped in automo- 
bile.

If a gangster can be killed with security in 
his ov^n saloon, how much easier would it be to 
kill an unsophisticated citizen in his own home 
for purposes of robbery? 


Tne high-power 
motor car has opened

way for a ciiminal class to rob and kill with a 
sense of security. 
How far will they go? 


In Now Vork, in Chicago and in St. Louis the 
crooks have tried out this new war 
machlno 
with gieat success in many fields. 
America is 
rapidly developing an army within its borders 
that may loot and kill to a greater extent than 
would be possible by invader^. 


These raiders cannot be arrested except In 
rare instances, and they never are prosecuted. 
How can the police stop them? 


The militia has lined the Mexican border for 
many months to prevent raids by Mexican ban- 
diti-. 
Statistics Indicate there are more rob- 
beries and more killings In a week at the hands 
of jjunmen in the interior than Mexicans have 
committed in any year on American soil. 


The New York police, after vainly striving to 
capturc gunmen after the commission of par- 
ticular crimes, have at last decided the only 
way to combat them Is to >break up the gangs 
and »lumlUate tho leadera. 
They do this by 


listing the gangsters by card index and making 
it a business to constantly disarm, harass and 
annoy the ringleaders. 
They look upon these 
gangs as schools of crime and assume that by 
destroying the schools they will deter the crim- 
inally Inclined 
youth 
from becoming a 
gun- 
man. 


The gang leader Is the force that holds it to- 
gether and protects It. 
He Is' usually a crim- 
inal of more than ordinary courage and 
per- 
sonality. 
He rises to his position by 
might 
and holds his place against numerous rivals by 
tho same means. 
His followers must 
depend 
upon him to protect them In case they are ar- 
rested or annoyed by the police. 
The arrest 
of a leader therefore should be a body blow at 
the existence of a gang, according to the New 
York police. 


The gang leader of today cannot be easily ap- 
prehended in the commission of a crime, it has 
bi^en (demonstrated. 
The police of New York, 
however, make It their business to destroy his 
prestige with his gang. 
It shows them 
first 
of all that he has r\o "pull" with the police, 
and In the course of time he comes to be re- 
garded as a very ordinary chap. 


Leader Is Humiliated. 


This was tho fate of a young gang leader 
namQd Henretty, who was recognized a s 
the 


head of the "Golden Eagles." a gang devoted to 
thi- accumulation of that type of gold coin. The 
police arrested him on minor charges two and 
three times a month and held him without bail 
for the twenty hours allowed by law. Finally 
Henretty gave a big blowout at a dance hall, 
and when the festivities were in full swing the 
police entered. 
They proceeded to drag Hen- 
retty out in a very undignified manner in the 
presence of his asseml^led followers. 
He 
be- 
came a laughing stock and a memory to th* 
Goldfcn Eagles as a result. 


The police keep a card Index 
of the Hen- 
rett.v.s and their followers. 
They try to know 
what these men are doing and where they are 
at all times. 
Then they interfere and harass 
as much as they can and make gang life a bur- 
den, especially for the leader. 


Wherever a gang of gunmen has been jailed 
or driven off, mortality statistics always hav* 
shown an Immediate slump in homicides. Crim- 
inologists are of the opinion that if all the gangs 
in An:erica were dispersed the United 
States 
no Icnger would continue to lead the great na- 
tions of the world in the number of murders 
con.mitted In proportion to population. 


Only in Hungary and Italy does assassination 
prevail to anything like the extent of Us prac- 
tice in the United States. 


In the decade 1901 to 1910 there were 18,609 
homicides recorded in the United States, 
an 
average of 4.65 murders In each 100,000 of pop- 
ulation. 
In the same period the homicides in 
the German Empire were 4257, an avenge 
rat» 
cf los3 than 1 In 100,000; In England and Wales. 
299), an average of Icsci than 1 Ih 100.000, and 
an average of less than 1 In 100,000 was record« 
ed in Japan and In the ihrovlnce of Ontartow 
Canada.

me, they almost invariably said that conditions 
In the United States must not be good, be- 
cause this country was at war with Mexico. 
'It is so much safer here in Germany,"

Outv/ardly, Mrs. Scheef said, there are 
no 
Indications that Germany is engaged In a titanic 
»truggle. 
She arrived in Germany—the land of 
her 
birth—just a few weeks before the 
war 
BUrted, and virtually during the entire 
time 
has lived In a small town near Stuttgart. 


Small communities change most quickly un- 
der the influences of national catastrophes, be- 
cause the Buperflclal gaiety and polish which 
deceives the undlacerning In the larger cap- 
Itala of Europe ia abseflt in the towns 
and 
\"Tsages, but, Mrs. Scheef said. If it had not 
been for the newspapers, the various food cards 
and thfc appearance of so many gray-clad sol- 
diers. one could hardly realize that 
Germany 


was fighting enemies on so many frontiers.

And 'the Germans—men, women and children 
—are not wasting any energy these day«, Mrs. 
Scheef tells her friends. 
£ven In th« smaller 
cities the women are taking the places of the 
men in the factories, not because thò men are 
In the trenches, because they-are not all there, 
but because they are being prepared in the 
large training camps for the final rounds of the 
battle of nations. 


And there Is no fear In the hearts of the 
German people, Mrs. Scheef says, as to the out- 
come of that battle, and no h e s l t a n c ^ t o make 
ftny additional sacrifices. 
There has been no 
upheaval in the national life of the nation, she 
explained, but a gradual readjustment of the 
daily routine to meet the s t e m conditions of 
today. 
So gradually and so logically, appar- 
ently, has been that readjustment that Mrs. 
Scheef said she was not surprised when 
her 
friends told her not to go back to the United 
States because conditions are "unsettled" here ' 
on account of war with Mexico. 


One of the few evidences of the war whi>h 
sho beheld, Mrs. Scheef said, was tlie biiiiging 
of groups of prisoners—Russians and French— 
to Vaihingen. where they were hired out 
to 
woi-k for pi'ivate individuals, who paid and fed 
the men. 


"Some of the prisoners were employed 
by 
the duke of RIed in his cement works, a few 
miles from Vaihingen," she said, "and the men 
at first were marched daily to their task. 
The 
prisor.ers were the object of much 
curiosity, 
and the Inhabitants used to gather and watch 
thorn OS they marched by. 


"The prisoners complained and the duchess 
of RIed hired a special railway car, which the 
men now use, without being subject to 
the 
stares of the population. 


In May, 1915, Mrs. Scheef was at the railway 
station in Muehlacken, when a train of soldiers 
rolled In. 
The inhabitants and Red Cross sis- 
ters walked to the coaches and gave the Ger- 
man troopers sandwiches and coffee 
and 
flow- 
ers. 
In one of* the coaches, towards the rear, 
Mrs. Scheef noticed a lone officer, dressed In 
gray, looking out of a window. 
He had no 
flowers 
and the look of sadness on his face 
appealed to her sympathies: .Believing he was 
an Austrian, she decided to bring him some 
flowers.

Officer Is a Prisoner. 


T 
HE officer's face brightened and he raised 
his cap and said something In a language 
she couldn't understand. 
At this moment she 
noticed that an armed guard walked by the 
opposite side of the coach, and when she asked 
a German army officer near by who the man 
In the coach was. 


"He's a French officer, taken prisoner last 
reek," came the reply. 


Mrs. Scheef said she was much embarrassed 
when siie discovered the identity of the man In 
the coach, but the German officer, noticing this, 
said to her: 


"Never mind; give the Freftchman all the 
flowei-s you want. 
He is a human, just as much 
as we are." 


Hcfore the train started one of the Sisters 
of Mi Jcy gave the Frencli ofilcer sandwiches, 
and there were tears in the man's eyes as the 
train pulled out, and he waved his hand In 
thanks. 


Returning travelers from Germany—and Mrs. 
Scheef is no exception—pay a tribute to the 
patriotism of the German people. 
Their love 
for thfc fatherland, she says, burns as brightly 
today as it did in the tumultuous days of the 
"moblllsirung" (mobilization).

When the war began the boy 
was 15 years old, but rather tall for his age.

Four Nephews in Army

RS. SCHEEF 
has four 
nephews 
In 
the 
field, two of whom took part in the Son)me 
battle last summer. 
One of them was wounded 
the second day of the war in Belgium. 


When the nephews returned home from the 
front on furloughs. Mrs. Scheef said, she was 
surprised to find them looking so well and so 
llttlo affected by the hardships of trench llf«» 


and "drumfire." 
They had one request of the 
home folks: 


"Please don't send us any food; wo a r e well 
enough fed," was the plea. 


But the patriotism 
is not confined to 
the 
boys and men, Mrs. Scheef told, because the 
love for the fatherland is as bright in 
the 
hearts of the mothers and daughters of 
the 
kaiser's land. 


Her daughter, Clara, as did thousands 
and 
thousands of other German children, purchased 
war bonds with her savings, and when a gold 
piece was given to the girl for a gift, Mrs. 
Scheef said, Clara took It to the bank and had 
it exchanged for paper money. 
The patriotic 
Germans have freely offered their gold to the 
S:overnment, she said. 


Some who did not respond 
at 
first, 
Mrs. 
Soheef said, are now coming forward offering 
their hoarded gold. 
It was fear of punishment 
v/hlch deterred these givers, she said, but when 
it was generally learned that no one would be 
punished for withholding gold, the contents of 
family treasure boxes were emptied. 
The same 
fhing was true of copper, she said, but most of 
the people were only too willing to get rid of 
the old copper kitchen utensils and exchange 
them for new, bright ware of another metal. 


Shortly before she left Germany. Mrs. Scheef 
said, some boys who were playing along the 
banks of a stream in a near-by town unearthed 
$10,000 In gold buried there by someone who 
did not want to turn it over the government. 
The town authorities took over the money and 
advertised for the owner to claim it—but so 
far no one has' put in an appearance. 
Either 
the owner is ashamed, or is fearful of punish- 
ment» or dead. Mrs. Scheef said.

the people of Germany starving?" re- 
peated Mrs. Scheef. 
"That is the ques- 
tioi. everyone asks me. 
They are not. 


"The enemies of Germany and the neutral 
world have been misinformed about food condi- 
tions In the German Empire." 


To lUustrato this she told of ho^, when t f e 
boat on which she was returning was stopped 
at Falmouth by the British, one of the English 
officers examined a tin of oil sardines which a 
German girl rarrled and said to her: 


"We didn't know the Germaas had any Mdt 
good food left." 


Mr«. Scheef said that the bread ear« and tM 
heat cards didn't work any hardship on failifl» 
life—and only a few: persoos auffered any iB* 
conveniences. 


"There was on® woman In our towti," aka 
said, 
"who continually complained 
tiiat 
aba 
didn't have enough bread for her famUr« 
i 
and other neighbors often let her have parCa «t 
our uuused bread cards, until we noticed that 
her children were all the time rtmnlnc areund 
with big slabs of bread which they often thraiK 
away later, because they weren't hunsry. 
TWa 
woman wasn't In need; she was merely a had 
manager." 


Mrs. Scheef said there wasn't a week that 
she didn't have some of her bread tickets lefti 
provided she ate black, or potato and whei|e 
wheat bread (which looks and tastes llhe 
rye bread), and not white. 
Prices have In^ 
creased in Germany In many commodiliea ahout 
ion per cent, and these are limited, but on the 
other hand, potatoes and other vegetablea ara 
'Bought as cheaply as before the war, she satd. 
Many of the vegetables come from Belgiuin, 
where the German soldiers have cultivated the 
fields. 


Before Rumania's entrance Into the war, Mra. 
Scheef said, the bakeries made their pastry and 
white bread from Rumanian flour, but alnca 
then this source has been cut oft. 


"One can buy, at reasonable prltsee, lemono^ 
oranges, pineapples, bananas and similar trop- 
ical fruits," Mrs. Scheef said, "which before 
the war came from Italy and the West Indlea. 
I don't know how they get into Germany now, 
but I know you can buy them. 
Why, there is 
more of that sort of fruit in Germany now than 
there was when I left it, ten years ago. 
In 
fact, I was surprised at the evidence of tha 
wealth of Germany since my former visit" 


Getting out of Germany, 
Mrs. Scheef 
ex- 
plained, was a rather tedious process. 
A spe- 
cial permission obtained by the military author- 
ities is good for only six weeks, and If at that 
time the ebeneficiary has not departed the per- 
mission is automatically withdrawn. 
So that 
there would be no delay, Mra Scheef sent her 
trunks to Holland seventeen days ahead of tka 
tlma she left Germany.

From Iho paint of v>cv.- of the allfes 11 is a 
war of attrition. 
Geirr.iir.y still looks forwaM 
•with irrepressible hope to the tlay nf that great 
drive v.-hen the allied ranks wLli cr:n-.Mo and 
disintegrate under the sledgo-haar.mer blows of 
an Irresistible offensive—or to the day 
wîien 
her enemies have been compelled to realize that 
she is unassailable when on the defensive. 


But when might the war have already been 
ended? 


History, even today, can point an 
unerring 
finger 
to 
two great 
opportunities—opportuni- 
ties which might have turned the tide of war 
Into a flood of victory for either side. 
Into the 
hand of the central empires, girded even 
as 
they were by a cordon of enemy steel. Fate 
placed 
an 
opportunity, 
then 
toyed 
with 
the 
mere humans to whom she refused to reveal 
it. 
And Fate, with the same indifference, dan- 
gled the entente allies on the end of a string 
of victory, then snlprped the string just as con- 
quest held the vision, of hope before the strain- 
ing eyes of would-be conquerors. 


Great Britain and France, by the ofHcial ad • 
missions of the Ottoman Umpire, held succesa 
in the palms of their hands a t one point in the 
Dardanelles 
campaign. 
Constantinople, 
the 
star of the ancient Byzantine Empire, 
might 
easily have Iain prostrate before the guns of their 
gigantic 
fleets. 
Bulgaria might have been kept 
out of the war; W a r s a w might have been saved 
to Russia; Serbia and Montenegro might never 
have been overrun by hostile troops; the Sick 
Man of Europe might well have been put to his 
eternal rest in the desert plains of Asia Minor. 


But France and Great Britafji failed to see 
their chance, and the famous relict of the E a s t - 
ern Roman Empire remained in the hands of 
the Turk, in whose batteries along the Dar- 
danelles only seventeen shells were left. 


With the same indifference she gazed upon 
the struggling empires of the Teutons, waved 
the bauble of victory before their determined 
eyes, 
then snatched 
the wreath away before 
their brains could assimilate the vision. 


This i.s e.stablished by the confession of Da- 
vid Woyd George, the giant of England, min- 
ister of munitions, and the successor of the ill- 
fated Lord Kitchener as secretary for war. 


tralñis was practically prone before the le- 
gions of the German emperor. 
The long looked- 
for opportunity to sweep down along the coast 
of the English Channel was at hand. 
An at- 
tack by Germany meant defeat for Kitchener's 
armies in France—but Germany didn't see her 
Dpportunitj'. 


As in the case of the Franco-British at the 
Dardanelles, 
the 
Teutonic 
hosts 
were 
with- 
drawn at the one moment when the conquest of 
France was within their grasp. 


Truly, time and opportunity wait for no man, 
and Fate is no respecter of persons, 
r History holds no parallel to the drive of the 
Germans westward in the late summer of 1914. 
The swiftness and irresistibility of the Teutonic 
rr.arch on Paris as a military feat has not bpen 
duplicated in this greatest of all wars, which 
•witnesses a daily performance of wonders. 
It 
flimg Into Belgium with the mightiest and most 
efficient army the world holds record of. Before 
Its mighty guns the fortifications of Liege and 
fertiBSels were powdered. The desperate struggle 
of doughty Belgium was as futile as the effort 
of withered age in the grip of youth. And before 
France and England could come to her aid the 
•German line had pounded its way into Northern 
France, 
and from the sea to the frontier of 
Switzerland the Germans looked upon the de- 
sired land. 


Then came the rally of the French, the defeat 
cf Germany on the Marne and the de\elopment 
of a warfare peculiar to this war. 
Men who 
had rushed at each other over miles of country 
suddenly halted, and. driven to shelter from the 
ttwful rain of shells, they burrowed into holes 15

peace to her defeated foes. 


Hence when a seeming stalemate developed 
along the lines of the River Alsne and stretched 
through Belgium to the sea, Germany 
turned 
her attention to the British and started 
her 
drive upon Calais. 
But listen for a moment to Lloyd George: 
"On June 1, 1915, the British army had one 
week's supplj' of munitions and only 75,000 shots 
in the reserve stock at the rear. It had nothing 


yards from each other and fought from dugouts, 
more. 


This situation provoked the development of de- 
vices of attack that are truly demoniacal and 
caused the ingenious cave dwellers to becom« 
cunningly expert in the construction and protec- 
tion of their subterranean homes. 
The hand 
grenades, 
charged 
with high explosives, 
that 
R'ere tossed Into trenches over parapets dealt 
death to thousands; and when they were so pro- 
jected that only the air could reach them, the 
«ir was poisoned that they might breathe death. 


German strategists realized early that 
this 
fcrm of trench warfare was not conducive to the 
success of Germany's plans. 
The reaources of 
her enemies were too ponderous for a long- 
drawn-out and tedious war. 
She would con- 
quer by delivering mighty and Irresistible blows 
at unexpected points, carry all before her In 


"If there had been a great attack, what would 
have become of us? If the Germans had turned 
upon us the force they turned upon the Rus- 
sians, 1 don't see how we could have saved our- 
selves." 


Germany, however, 
missed her 
opportunity. 
Her masses of reserves were thrown Into what 
she considered a more profitable field, and her 
historic drive against Russia, In which she con- 
quered 100,000 square miles of territory, was be- 
gun. Germany put the Muscovite to rout, but at 
what expense to herself only the sardonic fate 
which guided her away from the West and Into 
the East could tell. 


And so was lost an opportunity whose im- 
portance may be measured in mllllonB of men. 
billions of dollars and In years of the world's 


be all that lies between victory and defeat. 


When the great "ifs" that hang upon lost 
opportunity in Armageddon are mentioned, bit- 
ter, indeed, is the tale of the Franco-English 
evacuation of the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
After a 
campaign 
that 
compares 
in Importance 
only 
with the Western drive of the Germans, 
the 
English abandoned their attempt to force the 
Dardanelles, and in so doing recorded the great 
lost opportunity of the allies. 


That the German defense on the West was 


one »reat sweep and then dictate the terms of 
precioua time. 
The measure to Germany may ¡^ impenetrable in the early stages of the war 


was apparent to the Frcnch and English alike. 
That the Germans and Austrians in virtue of 
their readiness and general effpctiveness were 
too mucn tor the poorly equipped Russians was 
also flagrantly evident to their western friends. 
Moreover, 
the Balkan 
situation 
was 
critical. 
Diplomacy was being exerted on every side to 
blast into the war the remaining states in E u - 
rope's 
power 
magazine. 
Bulgaria 
tottered 
in 
the Teutonic balance. 
Greece was undecided. 
Rumania exhibited her entente leanings. 
Rus- 
sia was In desperate need of arms and muni- 
tions for the men that were flying precipitately 
before the Teutons, and in exchange France and 
England would welcome the enormous supplies 
of foodstuffs tiiat the great Slav Empire could 
give them. 


The Dardanelles "was the key to the situation 
Entrance through these narrow straits would 
have meant the capture of Constantinople and 
the opening of the back door of Russia. 
It 
would have united these allies in an unbreak- 
able chain. 
The German penetration to War- 
saw would have been military 
improbability. 
The Balkan states, out of preference or out of 
mere 
self-preservation, 
probably 
would 
have 
joined 
the 
allies. 
Turkey 
would 
have 
been 
hopelessly 
cut 
off 
and 
the 
central 
empires 
would, indeed, have been surrounded by a glit- 
tering wall of foemen'8 steel. 


Almost as suddenly as the German army had 
appeared to the surprised sentrymen of 
Bel- 
gium's border the English fleet appeared off the 
tip of the peninsula that 
stretches into 
the 


Mediterranean at the end of Europe, in Decem- 
ber, 1914. 
The English men-of-war pointed up 
the Dardanelles to the Turkish 
capital, 
fifty 
miles away. 
In England and France and Rus- 
sia men were calculating the time it would take 
to travel that fifty miles. 
Their estimates ran 
to weeks, to half months, to a month. 
In Con- 
stantinople opinions ran 
from the 
optimistic, 
which hoped that German aid would mean their 
security, to the de.sperate, that left all to fate, 
and 
with 
no confidence 
whatever 
that 
fate 
would be favorable. 


The Dardanelles, of a width of one ^ o four 
miles, stretch in a northeasterly direction from 
the Aegean to the Sea of Marmora, a distance 
of about forty miles. 
Along the shores, on the 
heights 
on both 
sides are strong forts 
that 
guard 
the passage leading to 
Constantinople 
beyond the sea of Marmora, 
This strait was 
fortified at both ends and in the center. 
At the 
tip of the peninsula is the Fort of 
Sedd-el- 
Bahr,-and across from it, on the Asiatic side, 
is Kum Kale. 
About five miles up the strait is 
Krithia, a strong fortification, and at the N a r - 
rows the strategical point of the Dardanelles 
are sevei^l forts ranged on both banks which 
here a r ^ e p a r a t e d by a scant mile. 
The chief 
of these forts are Kllld Bahr on the European 
side and Chanak on the Asiatic. 


At KrIthIa is the Gibraltar of the Gallipoli, 
Aka Baba. 
From Aka Baba and the forts above 
the Turks 
rained 
an 
incessant 
fire 
on 
the 
waterway below them. 
The first bombardment 
by the British and French occurred In Febru- 
ary. 
Subsequent bombarding of the fortifica- 
tions and attacks of infantry revealed the facts 
that the German aids of the Turks had forti- 
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fled these in the most modern fashion and had 
trained their eastern allies in trench warfare 
tn a perfoction att.iined in the west. 
A hail of 
(leatli from nfty warships was hurled upon the 
Turkish line.s. 
Forts crumbled to dust and bat- 
teries were wiped out by the fierce shelling, but 
the (»ttoniiin lines held firm. 
Attack followed 
attack. 
In all the majesty of their might the 
Kninco-British 
Heets hurled 
themselves 
upon 
the ever-weakening forts. 


And then—the fatal moment came. 
On March, the Bouvet, a French warship of 
12,300 tons, built at a cost of 56,000,000. went 
down in the Dardanelles just below the nar- 
rows. and the same day the English Irresistible 
and the Oceana, each of 15,000 tons, were sent 
to the bottom after a fierce shelling of the forts 
at the narrows. 


This m.nrked the great climax of the Dar- 
danelks campaign. 
By a freak of fortune the 
Tiirki.^h condition was worse after the sinking 
of these -ships than was the allies. 
But each 
thought only of its own condition. 
The allies 
naturally were concerned with the loss of these 
great vessels. 
The following day they 
with- 
drew from the attack. 
And the following day^ 
Constantinople now admits, a continued boiA> 
bardment would have meant the collapse of th« 
Turkish defense. 
Turkey had practically given 
up hope. 
She had no shells left with which t» 
continue the unequal struggle. 
The abandon- 
ment of one of her principal defenses actually 
had started. 
Here there were only seventeen 
rounds of ammunition for her defense tuns. 


In Constantinople the stir and confusion that 
accompanies the fiight of a frightened populace 
was rife, from the palace of the sultan, wh« 
was 
preparing 
to move 
the 
capital, 
to 
the 
dwellings of the citizens, who were gatherfn* 
up their possessions for flight from the enemy. 
For all through the city It was known that 
with the fall of the Tachanek Kale and the to-« 
tal lack of ammunition to defend the narrows^ 
there was nothing to retard the sailing of the 
allies into the Golden Horn. 


Early the next morning from the towers o| 
the city the outlooks watched for the approach 
of the hostile fleet that they might sound thi 
i' 
warning to the terrl/led populace. 
Those whi 
realized more clearly the hopeless condition ol 
the city were already on its outskirts. 
Th^ 
, 
dawn saw.no entry of the fleet into the Sea oi 
Marmora, the morning passed and still the Eng- 
lish squadron remained off the* Dardanelles. 


The day passed—and a second—and 
nianj 
more. 
The Turks took hope, 
the 
German« 
brought up ammunition and the 
Dardanelles 
was saved, at least temporarily, to Allah. 


We all know of the dismal failure of the allied 
land operations on the Gallipoli Peninsula—oi 
the cost in lives and money, of the futile hero* 
i.sms and of the Balaklavas in the Anzao 2one. 


We can see the cost—but back of the cost 
and the blood, back of the tears of the waiting 
mother, sweetheart or wife In the silent home 
of death, can we not see the satirical grin of 
the Fate that toys with men and opportunity!

W A S T E L A N D A N D W A S T E D L A N D ON F A R M S 


Every Nonproducing Acre of Tillable Land That Profitably Can Be Made Productive is a Loafer Acre and Should Either Be Put to Work or Sold—Other- 
wise the Money Tied up in it is Dead Capital—The Size of the Productive Part of a Farm is Perhaps the Most Important Factor Bearing Upon the 
Solution of the Problem of Successful Farming Under Average Conditions, and Every Loafer Acre Reclaimed is That Much Added to the Farmer's 
Chance of Making a Good Income. 


On 
the 
average 
American 
farm 
there are certain waste areas of land. 
Some of these can be brought under 
the plow by using proper methods and 
a 
sufficient 
outlay 
of 
capital, 
but 
others can not be made tillable by any 
reasonable exp<3nditure 
of 
effort 
or 
money. 
Of the latter, certain areas 
may be made productive by pasturing 
or giving them over to the production 
of timber. 
Many waste areas, how- 
ever, owing to natural conditions, can 
never be profitably reclaimed, no mat- 
ter how efficiently the land may be 
managed.

est on the capital invested In the non- 
productive portion of the farm land is 
not great; but as lands become higher 
in price it becomes more necessary to 
study efficiency in the use of farm 
land in order to avoid the loss entailed 
by having much capital invested in 
nonproductive land. 


Every acre of nonproducing tillable 
land should be put to work or sold. 
Many 
farmers 
would 
make 
more 
money if their business were larger, 
but the size of a farm, Jrom a 
financial 
standpoint, is measured 
not by 
the 
number of acres embraced in it but 
by the number that are 
producing 
crops, 
pasturing 
animals 
economi- 
cally, or supporting a growth of mar- 
ketable forest products. 
Nonproduc- 
tive acres are loafer acres, and the 
money tied up in them is dead capital. 


On every farm, however, there are 
certain areas necessarily 
devoted 
to 
nonproductive p u r p o s e s . 
Fences, 
ditches, lanes, and building lota pro- 
duce nothing themselves, but tbej^ are 
frequently essential to production on 
the rest of the farm. Nevertheless, they 
may occupy in the aggregate a consid- 
erable 
percentage 
of 
the 
available 
land. 
It is a part of efficient farm 
management to see to It that this per- 
centage is no higher than necessary. 


In this connection, some interesting 
figures 
are given. -It takes, for in- 
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stance, only 209 rods of untrimmed 
hedge and only 214 rods of zigzag rail 
or worm -s^ence to waste an acre of 
what might be productive land. 
For 
the same expenditure of land one can 
run 459 rods of woven wire and 473 
rods of barbed wire. 
Other consider- 
ations, of course, may make It desir- 
able to use the hedge or the worm 
fence, but the waste involved is a 
factor that should not be overlooked. 


Similarly, farm lanes often may be 
eliminated by a simple rearrangement 
of fields; headlands, of turning spaces 
at the edges of fields, avoided; and the 
farmstead Itself, the group 
of 
farm 
buildings with their lot§ and yards, 
the garden and 
the orchard, 
made 
compact. 
In the case of the farm- 
stead, 
however, 
considerations 
of 
health and 
attractiveness may 
well 
justify a slight sacrifice of economy. 


While a little planning often will re- 
sult in the saving of much land now- 
devoted to these unproductive uses, a 
more dififlcult problem is presented by 
waste land—land that is rendered un- 
tillable 
by 
swamps, 
ravines, 
rocks, 
slopes, etc., woodland that 
produces 
nothing salable, and pastures that are 
too poor to be profitable. 
Some areas 
are, of course, hopeless, and in that 
case they should be left out of the 
reckoning altogether. 
Before this is 
done, however, it will pay to look into 
the possibilities of profitable reclama- 
tion. 
Many untillable fields, for ex- 
ample, may be turned into productive 
pastures, or if they 
will 
not 
grow 
enough grass to make this economical 
they can be used for the production 
of timber. 
On the other hand, it fre- 
quently happens that woodlots which 
yield nothing but a little firewood for 
home consumption are permitted to 
occupy valuable 
land. 
In 
deciding 
whether such lots should be cleared 
and tilled, the cost of clearing, the In- 
creased value of the cleared land, the 
Interest on the Investment, the salable 
value of the timber products, and the 
added expense for firewood which will 
follow the disappearance of the tim- 
ber must all be taken Into account. 
With unwooded areas, the advisability 
of bringing them under the plow may 
be determined by comparing the prob- 
able cost with the market price of 
good arable land in the neighborhood. 


Obviously, the higher the price of 
land rises the more incentive there is 
for the farmer to avoid waste In the 
utilization of it. 
It is significant, how- 


ever, that investigations of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have shown that. 
Irrespective of the price, tenants put a 
greater part of their land to produc- 
tive use than 
owners. 
The 
tenant 
pays rent for each acre and he can 
not afford to have any of them idle. 
On the other hand, the man who has 
no rent to pay may be able to get 
along on the produce of a part only of 
his farm, and he is, therefore, more 
likely to overlook the potential value 
of the part he wastes. 
By so doing he 
is, of course, throwing away opportun- 
ities to make money, but this is not al- 
ways appreciated by those who have 
not grasped the Important fact that 
the average farm is too small for max- 
imum efficiency and that In the major- 
ity of cases to increase the size of the 
farm business is to increase the pro- 
fits from it. 
Those owners, how^ever, 
who, realizing this, are operating leas- 
ed land In addition to their own, are, 
like tenajits, careful to see that they 
pay for no loafer acres. 


To anyone who is buj'ing or leasing 
land, then, the important question is 
not "How much am I paying an acre 
for this tract?" but "How much am I 
paying for the acres that are going to 
, work for me?" 
It is calculated that a 
¡farm of 100 acres selling at $100 an 
I acre will coat the purchaser actually 
$111.11 an acre if »0 per cent of it is 
¡productive and $200 an acre if only 50 
per cent of It is. 
As a matter of fact, 
the percentage of improved land in 
farms east of the Mississippi Is only 
59.5 and west of that river onlj' 50.8. 
Improved land, however, It should be 
noted. Is not always the same as pro- 


ductive land. 
A good timber lot, for 
example. Is not Improved, but it may 
be highly productive, and farm build- 
ings and fences stand on land that Is 
j Improved 
but produces nothing. 
In 
the final analysis, it Is the amount of 
productive land that determines the 
earning capacity of a farm and that 
should, therefore, determine Its price. 


In many cases land Is given over to 
use as pasture which will not sup- 
port suflBcIent stock to make any rea- 
sonable 
return 
on 
the 
Investment, 
j Such land properly 
belongs in 
the 
; category of 
nonproductive 
land, 
in 
that it makes no'return commensurate 
with the interest on the money in- 
vested. 


It should be borne In mind that the 
quality of the pasturage In relation to 
the land value is an Important consid- 
eration In choosing a farm. 
For In- 
stance, what Is economic pasture on 
land that is worth $10 per acre might, 
on land valued at $100 an acre, be de- 
cidedly 
uneconomic. 
This 
relation 
should be carefully studied in buying! 
a farm with much pasture land. 
To ] 
determine whether pasture 
land 
is! 
economic or not, practical data should 
be secured as to the number-of acres 
necessary to support one head of stock 
and the Interest on the value of the 
land In question compared with the 
current charge per head of the same 
kind of stock for a season's pasturage.

HOG CHOLERA PREVENTION 


^^ Farmers Themselves Can Do Much Toward Preventing the Spread of Hog Cholera and Plac- 
t 
ing Swine Raising and Feeding On a Safe and More Profitable Basis. 


TO KEEP HOG CHOLERA FROM REACHING YOUR HERD 


Locate your hog lots and 
pastures 
away 
from 
streams and public highways, and do not allow your 
hogs to run on free range or highwaj's nor to have 
access to canals or irrigation ditches. 


Do not visit your neighbor's farm nor allow him 
to visit you If he has hog cholera on his premises. 


Do not drive into hog lots after driving on public 
highways. 


Do not use hog lots for yarding wagons and farm 
implements. 


Do not place newly purchased stock, stock pro- 
cured or borrowed for breeding purposes, or stock 
exhibited at county fairs Immediately with your herd. 


Keep such stock quarantined in separate pens for at 
least two weeks, and use care in feeding and attend- 
ing stock to prevent carrying Infection from these to 
other pens. 


Burn to ashes or cover wMth quicklime and bury 
under 4 feet of earth all dead animals and the viscera 
removed from animals at butchering time, because 
they attract buzzards, dogs, etc., which are liable to 
carry hog-cholera Infection. 


If hog cholera appears In the neighborhood conflne 
your dog and encourage your neighbor to do the 
same. 


Mange, lice, and worms lower the vitality of hogs, 
rendering them more susceptible to disease. 


IF HOG CHOLERA APPEARS IN YOUR HERD 


have all hogs treated 
Immediately 
with 
antihog- 
cholera serum, after w^hich they should be kept on a 
light diet, with pure drinking water, and confined to 
limited quarters that should be cleaned and sprayed 
3 times a week with "1 part of compound cresol so- 
lution to 30 parts of water," until the disease has 
abated In thip herd. 


To obtain the best results the serum must be ad- 
ministered as s6on as the disease is detected in the 
herd. 
Be sure that the temperature of all hogs la 
taken. 
A temperature above 104" F. In ordinary 
weather and when the animal la not excited Indicates 
Infection, and such hogs require an increased dose 
of serum.

Including remain- 
ing hog troughs, etc., with a disinfectant (1 part com- 
pound cresol solution to 30 parts water.) 
Where hog 
houses are small, turn them over, exposing Interior 
to sunlight. 
Clean premises, properly exposed to 


sunlight, will not retain Infection any great length 
of time. 


Wallow holes and cesspools should be filled in, 
drained, or fenced off. 


All runs underneath buildings should be cleaned 
and disinfected and then boarded up to keep hogs 
out. 


Destroy hogs that do not fully recover, as they 
may be carriers of cholera Infection.

RATS IN THE CHICKEN YARD.

corn meal a»»d one part sugar of lead. 
The hand should not come In contact 
with the poison feed and all other 
feeds should be removed so the rats 
cannot get them. 


The 
poisoned 
feed may 
be 
kept 
away from the chickens by putting it 
in a tray,^-nalled to the middle of the 
bottom of a box at least a foot square 
and six Inches high. 
The box should 
be closed on all sides except for a 
number of inch and a half holes bored 
through the sides near the bottom. 


Burn or bury the dead rats so that 
chickens cannot eat them.

cayed flesh of even unpolsoned rats Is 
likely to cause Umber neck, as pto- 
maine poison Is called in chickens.—

results the breaking strength Is repre- 
sented by "modulus of rupture." the

removed by "fiber stress at the elastic 
limit." 
The results of tests on beams 
of various sizes are thus reduced to • 
unit basis so that direct comparisona 
as to strength and stiffness can ba 
made between pieces of different slsea 
of the same or different species of 
wood.

"Washington, Jan. 20.—The Ger- 


tnan. admiralty statement that the 
neutral subjects in the crews of 
vessels captured by the German 
raider in the south Atlantic have 
been removed as prisoners of war, 
will raise a complicated question 
if any Americans are among them. 


The whole question turns on 


whether an armed merchant ship 
is a war vessel and the gulf be- 
tween this country and Germany 
on that question is still tmbridged.

ships conl'd not be considered as 
prisoners of war only if the ves- 
sels were considered as war ves- 
sels. 


No indication has been received that 


any ot the vessels sunk by the .German 
raider were other 'than • defensively 
armed. The state department has held 
throughout that a vessel cannot be 
classed as a war ship unless It Is under 
naval orders and the naval flag and 
manned by naval crews. 


The German admiralty statement 


made Juat at this time when the armed 
ohlp-Issue between the two countries

taken to foreshadow a

nounced attitude as to the question on 
the part of Germany.

Eome tremendous issues for decision was a noteworthy contribution to 
the situation. 
Originally invited to Indianapolis by the temperance 


forces, and later extended an invitation by the state senate, Mr. Bryau 
spoke before the upper house of the legislature and later was twice 
heard hi addresses at Tomlinson hall. 


Mr. Bryan disclaimed at the outset any presumptuous purpose to 


come to Indiana to advise residents of this state as to their purely 
local affairs, and throughout his stay he arose and remained above the 
level of political partisanship. Indeed, there was only incidental refer- 
ence to party men and party measures, and this was when the speaker 
took occasion to make plain the fact that the question of right or 
vrong could not be entirely determined by party label, and that he 
was as squarely opposed to members of his own party who were in the 
wrong as to those of similar mental and moral attitude but of a dif- 
ferent political faith. 


, Mr. Bryan argued eloquently and forcefully for state-wide prohi- 


bition and for woman suffrage, as was fully expected. But he did more 
than this. He'urged upon Indiana to take early advantage of oppor- 
tunity for constitutional revision, and for advanced legislation on oth- 
er lines. Ho took a stand in commendation of government economy, 
and to a singular degree his addresses were of non-partisan character, 
appealing to the good senso and the sane judgment of the people of a 
great state in the consideration of big issues. His audiences, too, were 
non-partisan in make-up, and it was significant that applause and en- 
dorsement of his remarks was apparently as pronounced from repub- 
licans as from democrats, and thai lliorn could be no doubting the cor- 
diality with whirh Mr. Bryan w;is nvcivcd. His coming at this time 
uud his dispassionate discussion should help-immensely the causes for 
which he pleaded not as a partisan but. as a citizen whose standards 
arc always high and whose advocacy of these standards is always 
forceful.

Up to this afternoon there had been 


thirty-three registrations In the office 
of 
the secretary of state of those 


actively engaged in the work of lob- 
bying. How many more have sought 
to influence legislation from the hotel 
corridors without going through th« 
formality required by law is conjec- 
tural. 
But to all appearances the 


scone of the lobbyist's greatest activity 
this session has ocen transferred from 
the state 
capital to 
the downtown 


hotels, where the assemblymen gather 
nightly. 


Of the lobbyists registered, a major- 


ity represent traction and railway in- 
terests. The county assessors of the 
state also are well represented as are 
the railroad brotherhoods and other 
labor organizations. The Standard OH 
company, the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, a trading stamp concern and the 
Indiana Civic union also are registered. 
Six leaders of the Indiana Anti-Saloon 
league are enrolled in the big book for 
the purpose of interesting themselves 
In all legislation touching upon the 
subject of state-wide prohibition. 


During tho last session of the legis- 


lature, the book shows a total of fifty- 
one registrations of lobbyists, whose 
purpose was pretty much the same as 
those who have enrolled for this ses- 
sion. Up to this time there has been 
no apparent activity on the floor of 
cither the senate or the house, by 
those seeking to influence legislation. 


During the past week Lieutenant 


Governor Bush announced from his 
rostrum that only legislators, officials 
of the senate and 
newspaper 
men 


would have the privilege of tho floor 
during the session. This was. he said, 
to make clear that representatives of 
the press would not be interfered with 
hereafter. One doorkeeper had sought 
to interfere with the work of a re- 
porter.

Our Lord teaches prevailing prayer 


be separated from the spirit 


of forgiveness. 
However much we 


may covet the exercise of this highest 
function of communion with God, we 
must look first to the primary condi- 
tion upon which its integrity rests. 
In our desire to prevail in prayer, 
this knowledge ought to be of value. 
The soul's highest ranges in coveting 
spiritual power are expressed in our 
desire to have favor with God and in 
gaining the assurance that we are 
heard at a throne or grace. The way 
was made plain for us in the words 
of Christ. "But if ye do not forgive, 
neither will your Father which is in 
heaven forgive your trespasses." One 
refusing to forgive cannot expect for- 
giveness when ho prays. The neces- 
sary qualification of prevailing prayer 
is that we freely forgive those who 
have been in any «vay injurious to 
us. 
There is a profound reason for 


this position taken by our Lord. 
A 


resentment held against any man by 
one seeking to pray, the prevailing 
prayer will place that man between 
the suppliant and God. 
The outgo- 


ing of the soul will T>e checked, tho 
face of the Father will be hidden, and 
the prayer to Him falls short of its 
goal. While the consciousness finally 
possesses the one praying, that he 
cnnnot expect God to do for him what 
he himself is unwilling to do for oth- 
ers. 
Then tho struggling spirit of 


prayer departs, and if the spirit of 
forgiveness is not welcomed a prayer- 
less lite ensues; the soul enters into 
darkness from who/ice the presence 
ot the Comforter Is withdrawn, and.

Do we want always to find the way 


open to our Heavenly Father? Then 
we must approach him with a warm 
heart of love toward all mankind.

for prohibition. 


"Yoy see," he said, "we need our 


boys an'l we need our money. During 
a ime covering many years we lost 
thousands and thousands of our finest 
young men to the West. 
This state 


has wonderful resources for industrial 
development and we need ever one 
of our sons. What is more we need 
every penny of possible savings to 
build factories, start new enterprises, 
and to swell the current of business. 


"So the business men of the state 


decided that while they could not pre- 
vent young men from going West 
they could prevent them from being 
swallowed by the liquor traffic, and 
while they could not compel the en- 
try of outside capital into our unde- 
veloped fields they could insure the 
accumulation of a home reserve for 
their development. For this reason 
we voted for 
prohibition and from 


that day dates our industrial revival. 
We have been able to make those 
accumulations of money which guar- 
antee progress and we have been able 
to conserve all of our young man- 
hood for the good of "the state.

THE REAL LIFE BEYOND. 


That we may cat too much and 


still not be fed enough is one of the 
truths which confuse a man when he 
first takes an interest in his diet. 


Ordinarily woman sets the table 


and man takes what is placed before 
him without comment, other than ap- 
proval. But since food prices are now 
at their highest in fifty years, econ- 
omy is an affair of co-operation for the 
whole family and the study of diet 
becomes an individual duty. 
Every 


man who dines at a hotel or restaurant 
should become his own dietician. 


It is easy to remember the kinds of 


foods which we require and why we 
need them: the protein found in lean 
meat, eggs, cheese and beans to build 
and repair the body: the fats like olive 
oil, butter, cream and bacon, and the 
carbohydrates like sugar and potatoes 
to heat the body; and 
certain salts 


which are found in vegetables and raw- 
fruits. 


But when it conies to the exact 


amount of food required, eating as an 
applied science and as a 
personal 


problem never gets worked out at all. 
but is determined by the size of one's 
appetite. 


Scientists who make chemical anal-- 
yses of foods give us unlimited infor- 
mation as to how many calories there 
are in a quart of oysters, or how few- 
calories wilt make a balanced ration 
for a soldier. But their elaborate fig- 
ures in no way help the busy house-

pounds of the different foods required 
for her menu making. 


Some day every cook book will com 


tain tables to guide her. At present 
it would take an expert mathematician 
to figure the working nutriments re- 
quired for a family of five or six. The 
number of calories required varies with 
the individual's height, weight, age, 
sex, health and occupation and also 
w-ith the weather. 


But in a general way some such es- 


timate can be based on the amount of 
food needed each day by a man of 
average height and weight. The pro- 
portions should be about one of flesh 
and bone material to four of heat or 
fuel material. 


A man actively employed requires 


from G to 7 ounces of protein bearing 
foods: from 3'/4 to 4% ounces of fats; 
from 20 to 28 ounces of carbohydrates: 
and a little more than 2 ounces of 
green vegetables or salt bearing foods. 


The portion of cooked meats known 


as an ordinary helping weighs from 
3 to 5 ounces. If meat is served'once 
a day. the remainder of the protein 
required will be supplied in the eggs, 
milk, cheese, beans, bread, cereals and 
"made" dishes, such as puddings. 


A woman at light exercise requires 


about 2 % ounces each of protein and 
fat. and 10 ounces of carbohydrates. 


And all adults require from 6 to 8 


glasses of water every 24 hours if 
"•- food which they eat is to be prop-

ng. Indiscriminate charity is harmful. 
It is very apt to encourage vice and 
indolence.

The New York police, after vain^f striving to 


capture gunmen niter the commission of par- 
ticular crimes, have at last decided the only 
way tc combat them is to break up the gangs

They do this by 


listing the gangsters by card index and making 
it a bus>incs3 to constantly disarm, harass and 
annoy the ringleaders. They look upon these 
gangs as schools of crime and assume that by 
destroying the schools they will deter the crim- 
inally inclined youth from becoming a gun- 
man. 


The gang leader Is the force that holds it to- 


gether and protects it. He is usually a crim- 
inal of more than ordinary courage and per- 
sonality. 
He rises to his position by might 


knrt holds his place against numerous rivals by 
the .same means- 
His followers must depend 


upon him to protect them in caso they are ar- 
rested or annoyed by the police. 
The arrest 


of <\ leader therefore should be a body blow at 
the existence of a gang, according to the Mew 
York police.

howc.\er, make it their business to destroy his 
prestige with Ills gang.

The 
police arrested him on minor charges two and 
three times a month and held him without bail 
for the twenty hours allowed by law. Finally 
Henrolty gave a big blowout at a dance hall, 
atic1 when the festivities were in full swing the 
police entered. They proceeded to drag Hen- 
retty out in a very undignified manner in the 
presence of his assembled followers. Ho be- 
came a laughing stock and a memory to the 
Golden Eagles as a result. 


The police keep a card index of the Hen- 


rcttys and their followers. 
They try to know 


what these men are doing and where they ari 
at all times. 
Then they interfere and harass 


as much as they can and make gang life a. bur- 
den, especially for tho leader. 


Wherever a gang of gunmen tias been Jailed 


or driven off, mortality statistics always nav« 
shown an Immediate slump in homicides. Crlm- 
inoiogists arc of the opinion that if all the gangs 
in Arr.erica were dispersed the United States 
no Icnfier would continue to lead the great na- 
tions of tho world in the number of murder* 
committed in proportion to population.

The patriotic 
Germans have freely offered their gold to the 
government, she said. 


Some who did not respond 
at first, Mrs. 


Scheef said, are now coming forward offering 
their hoarded gold. It was fear of punishment 
which deterred these givers, she said, but when 
it was generally learned that no one would be 
punished for withholding gold, the contents of 
family treasure boxes were emptied. The same 
thing was true of copper, she said, but most of 
the people were only too willing to get rid of 
the old copper kitchen utensils and exchange 
them for new, bright ware of another metal. 


Shortly,before she left Germany. Mrs. Scheef 


said, some boys who were playing along the 
banks of a stream in a near-by town unearthed 
$10,000 In gold burled there by someone who 
did not want to turn it over the government.

Prices have In- 
creased In Germany In many commodities about 
100 per cent, and these are limited, but on the 
other hand, potatoes and other vegetables are 
bought as cheaply as before the war, she said. 
Many of the vegetables come from Belgium, 
•where the German soldiers have cultivated the 
fields. 


Before Rumania's entrance Into the war, Xfra, 


Scheef said, the bakeries made their pastry and 
white bread from Rumanian flour, but since 
then this source has been cut off. 


"One can buy, at reasonable prises, lemons, 


oranges, pineapples, bananas and similar trop- 
ical milts," Mrs. Scheef said, "which before 
the war came from Italy and the West Indies. 
I don't know how they get Into Germany now, 
but I know you can buy them. Why, there 13 
more of that sort of fruit in Germany now than 
there was when I left it, ten years ago. 
In 


fact, I was surprised at tho evidence of the 
wealth of Germany since my former visit."

wise the Money Tied up in it is Dead Capital—The Size of the Productive Part of a Farm is Perhaps the Most Important Factor Bearing Upon the 
Solution of the Problem of Successful Farming Under Average Conditions, and Every Loafer Acre Reclaimed is That Much Added to the Farmer's 
Chance of Making a Good Income.

On the average American 
farm 


there are certain waste areas, of land. 
Some of these can be brought under 
the plow by using proper methods and 
a 
sufficient 
outlay of capital, but 


others can not be made tillable by any 
reasonable expenditure of effort 
or 


money. 
Of the latter, certain areas 


may be made productive by pasturing 
or giving them over to the production 
of timber. 
Many waste areas, how- 


ever, owing to natural conditions, can 
never be profitably reclaimed, no mat- 
ter how efficiently the land may be 
managed. 


Certain other areas, found on al- 


most all farms, may be termed wasted 
areas. That is, they are misused in 
such fashion that they produce noth- 
ing that adds to the farm income. 
These two classes ot waste and wasted 
land, not being productive of income, 
may be classed as nonproductive farm 
land. 
, 


An Important question to one who 


is considering leasing or buying a 
farm. Is, what proportion ot the land 
is nonproductive? And this question 
is almost equally important to the man 
who owns or operates a farm. In the 
latter case the question might better 
take this form: What per cent of my 
land is adding nothing to my Incojne? 
On farms where land Is cheap this is 
not a vital consideration, as the inter- 


est on the capital Invested In the non- 
productive portion of the farm land Is 
not great; but as lands become higher 
in price it becomes more necessary to 
study efficiency in the use of farm 
land in order to avoid the loss entailed 
by having much capital Invested In 
nonproductive land. 


Every acre of nonproducing tillable 


land should be put to work or sold. 
Many farmers 
would 
make 
more 


money if their business' were larger, 
but the size of a farm, from a financial 
standpoint. Is measured not by the 
number of acres embraced In it but 
by the number that are producing 
crops, 
pasturing animals economi- 


cally, or supporting a growth of mar- 
ketable forest products. 
Nonproduc- 


tive acres are loafer acres, and the 
money tied up in them is dead capital. 


On every farm, however, there are 


certain areas necessarily devoted to 
nonproductive p u r p o s e s . 
Fences, 


ditches, lanes, and building lota pro- 
duce nothing themselves, but they are 
frequently essential to production on 
the rest of the firm. Nevertheless, they 
may occupy in the aggregate a consid- 
erable percentage 
of the available! 


land. 
It is a part of efficient farm 


management to see to It that this per- 
centage is no higher than necessary.

stance, only 209 rods of untrlmtned 
hedge and only 21*4 rods of zigzag rail 
or worm fence to waste an acre ot 
what might be productive land. 
For 


the same expenditure of land one can 
run 459 rods of woven wire and 473 
rods of barbed wire. Other consider- 
ations, of course, may make It desir- 
able to use the hedge or the worm 
fence, but the waste involved Is a 
factor that should not be overlooked. 


Similarly, farm lanes often may be 


eliminated by a simple rearrangement 
of fields; headlands, or turning spaces 
at the edges of fields, avoided; and the 
farmstead itself, the group of farm 
buildings with their lots and yards, 
the garden and the orchard, made 
compact.

There are said to be farmers' 
mutual companies in this country 
handling over ,a million dollars in 
risks at a cost of less than $200 a 
year, excluding, of course, the losses 
paid. 
The typical farmers' company 


can do things of this kind because It 
pays no salaries or only a very small 
salary to a secretary. 
Often there is 


no payment except a small amount 
per day to a secretary and adjuster 
for the time actually given in adjust- 
ing losses. In addition to this there 
Is some slight expense for postage In 
case members ara notified of meetings 
and assessments by mall and for pa- 
per, envelopes, and a few simple of- 
fice supplies of this kind.—J. O. Ran- 
kin, Missouri College of Agriculture'.

removed from animals at butchering time, because 
they attract buzzards, dogs, etc., which are liable to 
carry hog-cholera Infection. 


If hog cholera appears In the neighborhood confine 


your dog and encourage your neighbor to do the 
same. 


Mange, lice, and worms, lower the vitality* of hogs, 


rendering them more susceptible to disease. 


IF HOG CHOLERA APPEARS IN YOUR HERD

• • cholera serum, after which they should be kept on a 


light diet, with pure drinking water, and confined to 
limited quarters that should be cleaned and sprayed

the composition of the egg as well as 
the hen's body, the egg being about 
75% water. 


Fourth, water Is important In equal- 


izing the temperature 
of the

body, which Is done In two ways. 
First, cold water lowers the body tem- 
perature, while warm water holds the 
temperature high. For this reason, 
we give hens cold water in summer 
and warm water In winter. The sec- 
ond method of cooling is by evapora- 
tion which is a cooling'process. The 
temperature of the human system is ' 
reduced by the evaporation of sweat 
from the surface of the body, but with 
the fowl, the evaporation iakes place 
principally through the breathing or- 
gans, which accounts for the hen 
holding her mouth open and breath- ' 
ing rapidly on a hot day. 
I 


Observations of experiments con- 


ducted at the Missouri Station lead us 
to believe that the first three uses ot 
water are very much the same at all 
times and that the wide range In the 
daily consumption of water Is influ- 
enced by conditions of the Weather"; 


The two lessons which stand out 


prominently as a result of experiments 
are: 


First, water is just as Important as 


feed. 


Second, once or twice each day Is 


not often enough to supply the water. 


To obtain the best results the serum must be ad- 


ministered as soon as the disease is detected In the " 
herd. 
Be sure that the temperature of all hogs is • 


taken. 
A temperature above 104" F. in ordinary 


weather and when the animal is not excited Indicates 
Infection, and such hogs require an Increased dose 
of serum.

from thu seed, hut somo sort or an 
edible fruit Is almost certaln^and one 
should try them in an experimental 
way at first, a'nyhow. They arc said 
to be v-ry susceptible to fungus at- 
tacks, but although there Is no Infor- 
mation ot any experiments, It la be- 
lieved that bordeaux mixture will over- 
come this. 
If you are- interested in 


nuts and care to try an experiment, 
it may bo worth whi'e to plant a hand- 
ful of filberts. 


TO RID PREMISES OF INFECTION 


Remove all manure and mix It thoroughly with 


quicklime. 


Burn all litter, rubbish, and old hog troughs. 
After the premises are thoroughly cleaned, spray 


walls, floors, and other surfaces, Including remain- 
ing hog troughs, etc., with a disinfectant (1 part com- 
pound cresol solution to SO parts water.) Where hog 
houses are small, turn them over, exposing Interior 
to sunlight. 
Clean premises, properly exposed to 


sunlight, will not retain'infection any great length 
of time. 


Wallow holes and cesspools should be filled in, 
drained, or fenced off. 


All runs underneath buildings should be cleaned 


and disinfected and then boarded up to keep hogs 
out. 


Destroy hogs that do not fully recover, as they 


may bo carriers of cholera infection.

practically Impossible to maintain the 
purity of seed without the co-opara; 
tion of the ginner, and It is unreason- 
able to ask him to delay his regular 
ginning work and keep other pati'ons 
waiting. 


WHAT DESCRIBES YOUR PLACE? 


Is your place distinctive? Has It 


certain characters that mark It from 
other homes on tho road? How often 
In giving directions for flnfling a place 
along the road we locate a farm by 
certain objects about the place, such 
as an evergreen hedge, a row of hard 
*iaplc, an unpainted house, a dilapi- 
dated barn, or a well-kept yard and 
well-painted house. 


This cleaning up about the orchard 


and garden will destroy a dozen or 
more of our most destructive pests. 
For example, the plum curcullo win- 
tering as a full grown beetle In the 
trash and litter along the fence rows 
or about the trees; (,he codling moth 
in the worm stage within a silken co- 
coon tucked away under the shelly 
bark of dead trees nnd doad limbs; 
anjl the fruit tree baric, beetles or shot 
hole borers wintering mostly as adult 
beetles in dead or dying trees. 


FOR WORMS IN HOGS.

A remedy for worms in hogs is to 


feed nothing for one day and then to 
a 100 pound hog give a tablespoonCul 
of a mixture of half turpentine and 
half raw linseed oil or castor oil. The 
dose for smaller pigs should be pro- 
portionately reduced. Always keep 
where the hogs can got it wood ashes 
aild salt, using about

nshes to B pounds of salt. Cob ashes 
will do just as well. 


CARE OF THE CALF. 


The calf pen must be kept clean. 


Use lots of nice straw, not putting it 
upon a lot of fermented fllth but dig 
out all manure very frequently and 
add fresh straw almost daily. Calves 
are so frisky Unit they tramp the 
straw Into tbe manure to beat every- 
thing. 


Separator milk, tender clover or al- 


falfa hay, bran, oil meal, silage, shell- 
ed corn, such feeds are the stuff good 
calves are made of. 


RATS IN THE CHICKEN YARD. 


Rats caus^i great losses !n many 


poultry yards but we have had no 
trouble in getting rid of them by 
poisoning with a mixture of two parts 
corn rr.oal and one part sugar of lead. 
The hand should not come in contact 
with tho poison teed and all other 
feeds should be removed so the rats 
cannot get them. 


The poisoned 
feed may 
be kept 


away from the chickens by putting it 
in a tray, nailed to the middle of the 
bottom of a box at least a foot square 
and six Inches high. The box should 
be closed on all sides except for a 
number of inch and a half holes bored 
through the sides near the bottom. 
. Burn or bury the dead rats so that 
chickens cannot eat them. 
The de- 


cayed flesh of even unpoisoned rats is 
likely to cause limber neck, as pto- 
maine poison Is called in chickens.— 
H. L. Kempster, Missouri Agricultural 
Experiment Station.

Testing the Strength 


of Structural Timbers 


Building Timbers Are Chosen for 


Strength and Durability.

weighing platform of the testing ma- 
chine, so that the load on the beam 
can be determined at any time during 
the test. 
This load Is applied by a 


crosshead which can be forced down 
on the test specimen by means of 
heavy screws turned by a train of 
gears. 
When the load is applied at 


two points an auxiliary straining beam 
Is attached to the crosshead. The de- 
flection or bending ot the beam Is 
measured by a fine wire stretched 
alone the axis between two nails driv- 
en into the beam near the ends and a 
scale attached to the side of the beam 
at the center. When the beam bends, 
the scale moves down "while the wire 
maintains Its original position, so that 
the change in the position of the wir« 
on the scale shows the deflection. 


The test Is conducted by loading the 


beam with about one-twentieth of thi 
probable breaking load and noting th« 
deflection. The load is then Increased 
by a certain Increment which is re- 
corded with the corresponding deflec- 
tion, and the process continued until 
the beam breaks. 
In computing the 


results the breaking strength is repre- 
sented by "modulus of rupture," the 
stiffness by "modulus of elasticity" 
and the load the material will carry 
without taking a set after this load is 


j removed by "fiber stress at the elastic 
limit." The results of tests on beams 
of various sizes are thus reduced to' » 


i unit basis so that direct comparison* 
aa to strength and stiffness can be 
made between pieces of different sizes 
of the same or different species of 
wood. In a beam under test, there is 
a tendency for the upp«r and lower 
halves to split apart at the ends. 
Sticks breaking In this way are said to 
fall In longitudinal shear. 


A great danger comes from the tur-
